Mr.  BRADFORD, 

I  observed  with  coliderable  fatisfaetton, 
a  publication,  in  your  paper,  complaining 
of  our  citizens  method  of  voting.  My  o- 
pinions  correfpond  with  thole  of  that  wri- 
ter. I  cannot  but  feci  a  fentimcnt  of 
indignation,  when  I  fee  men  trilling  with 
their  moil  valuable  privileges,  and  wan- 
tonly fporting  away  that  which  they 
ihould  hold  molt  dear.  The  annual  pei  i- 
od  of  election  is  the  true  anniverfary  of 
freedom  ;  the  power  of  difpofing  of  then- 
lives,  libe  rty  and  property,  which  the  peo- 
ple have  inverted  in  their  government,  at 
that  epoch  returns  into  their  hands,  and 
they  have  again  todeclare  with  whom  they 
will  depofit  the  facred  trull ;  and  no  acti- 
on of  their  lives  fliould  be  performed  with 
more  ferioui  and  folemn  deliberation,  as 
it  involves  in  its  confequences,  their  fu- 
ture mifery  orhappinefs,  as  their  election 
is  imprudent  or  judicious.  You  will  fe-rne- 
times  hear  perfons  attempting  to  excufe 
their  conduct,  by  faying  one  vote  cannot 
make  much  difference.  Does  it  not  fre- 
quently happen,  that  a  Angle  vote, if  taken 
from  one  perfon  and  given  to  another 
would  change  the  election  ?  And  if*  all 
or  a  large  proportion  of  the  electors  lliould 
be  governed  by  this  doctrine,  would  not 
thofe  trufted  with  the  adminiltratton  of 
government,  owe  their  elevation,  rather 
to  chance,  than  the  choice  of  their  confti- 
tuents? 

Whilft:  men  are  fo  carelefs  about  voting 
we  ihould  not  be  furprifed,  that  impu- 
dence and  ignorance,  creep  into  office, 
whilft  modeft  virtue  is  neglected  ;  bnt  let 
every  one  difpofe  of  his  own  vote  confei- 
entioufly,  and  all  will  be  more  likely  to 
vote  difcreetly. 

Whilft  that  writer  was  on  the  fubjectof 
elections,  I  fliould  have  been  well  pleated, 
if  he  had  dropped  a  hint,  to  another  clafs 
of  perfons,  who  are  to  be  met  with  011  e- 
leftion  grounds,  called  friends  to  ihe  can- 
didates. One  of  this  clafs  rides  about 
the  country,  and  buftles  through  the  croud 
during  the  election,  infiftingon  everyone 
to  vote  for  his  friend : — he  reviles  the  o- 
ther  candidates,  and  extols  his  favorite  ; 
— he  is  exceeding  liberal  with  his  grog  ; 
in  fine  he  appears  the  perfect  tool,  of  the 
candidate,  whofe  caufe  he  efpoufes.  The 
motives  of  this  man  may  be  exceedingly 
upright ;  but  his  condudl  looks  very  much 
like  he  was  bribed.  Our  laws  difcounte- 
nace  canvaffing,  but  laws  are  frequently 
evaded.  To  evade  the  law  againft  can- 
vafiing,  it  is  neceffary  to  make  ufe  of  a 
proxy,  whofe  bufinefs  it  is  to  employ 
hirafelf  in  promoting  his  corrupt  employ- 
ers interelt,  by  means  of  treating  and 
soliciting  the  voters,  and  in  all  things  to 
aft  like  thofe  friendly  people  above  def- 
cribed.  I  would  not  venture  to  lav,  that 
wherever  we  fee  one  of  thofe  officious  e- 
lectioneering  perfons,  we  fliould  take  it 
for  granted,  that  he  is  hired  by  the  can- 
didate; becaufe  fome  of  our  worthieft 
citizens  have  fometimes  rendered  them-  |j 
felves  in  this  way  cenfurable.  But  it 
Would  be  well  for  them  to  recollect  that 
in  fuch  over  zealoufnefs  which  bears  fo 
near  a  refemblance  to  corruption,  their  re- 
putations run  a  confiderable  hazardof  be- 
ing blalted,  and  that  it  is  only  by  the  ge- 
neral tenor  of  their  lives  being  good,  that 
they  efcape. 

I  would  not  have  it  underftood  that  I 
am  oppofed  to  the  inveftigation  of  the 
characters  of  candidates:  I  concieve  it 
not  only  juftifiable,  but  a  duty  incumbent 
on  every  citizen  to  publifti  what  he  knows 
of  them,  that  any-wife  affects  the  public 
Welfare.

Richmond,  drawn  in  partnerlhip  with 
nine  others,  all  in  the  lottery  of  tlie 
deceafed  William  Byrd,  are  given  ;  as  is 
alfoa  lot  which  I  purchafed  of  John  Hood, 
conveyed  by  William  Willie  and  Samuel 
Gordon,  truftees  of  the  faid  John  Hood, 
numbered  139,  in  the  town  of  Edenburgh, 
in  the  county  of  Prince  George,  ftate  of 
Virginia. 

Item.  To  my  nephew,  Euflirod  Wafli- 
ington,! give  and  bequeath  all  the  papers 
in  my  poffeffion,  which  relate  to  my  civil 
and  military  adminiltration  of  the  affairs 
of  this  country. — I  leave  to  him  alfo, 
fuch  of  privates  papers  as  are  worth  pre- 
feTving  ;  and  at  the  deceafe  of  my  wife, 
and  before,  if  Ihe  i."  not  inclined  to  re- 
tain them,  I  give  and  bequeath  my  libra- 
ry of  Books  and  Pamphlets  of  every  kind. 

Item,  Ilaviiig  fold  lands  which  I  pof- 
feffed  in  the  ftatc  of  Pennfylvauia,  and 
I  part  of  a  tract  held  in  equal  right  with 
I  George  Clinton,  late  governor  of  New- 
York^  in  the  ftate  of  New- York  ;  my  fliarc 
of  land  and  intered,  in  the  Great  Difmal 
Swamp  and  a  tract  of  land,  which  I  own- 
ed in  the  county  of  Glouccfter — with- 
holding the  legal  titles  thereto,  until  the 
conftderation  money  fliould  be  paid — and 
having  moreover  leafed,  and  conditional- 
ly fold,  (as  will  appear  by  the  tertor  of 
the  faid  lcafes)  all  my  lands  upon  the

whereof,  as  of  that  alfo  which  is  already 
veiled  therein  is  to  inure  to  my  laid  wife

remain  and  be  fubject  to  the  general  diftri- 
bution  hereafttr  directed. 

Item.  To  the  earl  of  Buchan  I  recom- 
mit, "  the  box  made  of  the  Oal:  that  Shelt- 
ered the  great  fir  William  Wallace  after 
the  battle  of  Falkirk" — prefented  to  me 
by  his  lordfliip,  in  tcr;ns  too  flattering  for 
me  to  repeat,  with  a  requeft  "to  pafs  it 
on  the  ever.:  of  my  deceafe,  to  the  maain 
my  country,  who  fliould  appear  to  merit  it 
bed,  upon  the  fame  conditions  that  have 
duced  him  to  fend  it  to  me."  Whether 
not,  to  felect  the  man  who  might

ceiving  that  no  dilpoikionof  this  valuabk 
curioiuy  can  be  more  eligible  than  the

I  add  nothing  to  it,  becaufe  of 
ihe  ample  proviiion  I  have  made  for  his 
iffue*  To  the  acquaintances  and  friends 
of  my  juvenile  year3,  Lawrence  Wafli- 
ington  and  Robert  Wafliington  of  Cho- 
tai.k  I  give  my  other  two  gold  headtd 
canes,  having  my  arms  engraved  on 
their,  ;  and  to  each  (as  they  will  be  ufe- 
ful  v.  here  they  live)  I  leave  one  of  the 
fpyglafles,  which  cor.ftituted  part  of  my 
equipage  during  the  late  war.  To  my  co- 
patriot  in  arms  and  old  intimate  friend 
Dr.  Craik,  I  give  my  bureau  (or,  as  the 
cabinet  makers  call  it,  tambour  fecrctar^) 
and  the  circular  chair,  and  appendage  of 
my  ftudy.  To  Dr.  David  Stuart  I  give 
my  large  (having  and  dreffing  table,  and 
my  telefcope.  To  the  reverend,  now 
Bryan  lord  Fairfax,  I  give  a  bible  in  three 
large  folio  volumes,  with  note;. — presen- 
ted to  me  by  the  right  rev.  Thomas  Wilfon, 
biftVop  of  Scdor  and  Man.  To  general  de 
la  Fayette  I  give  a  pair  of  finely  wrought 
tlecl  piilols,  taken  from  the  enemy  in  the 
revolutionary  war.  'Fo  my  filters  inlaw, 
Hannah  Washington  and  Mildred  Wafli- 
ington— to  my  friends  Eleanor  Stuart, 
Hannah  Wafliington,  of  Fairfield,  andE- 
lizabeth  Wafliington,  of  Hayfield,  I  give 
each  a  mourning  ring  of  the  value  of  one 
hundred  dollars.  Thefe  bequcfts  are 
not  made  for  the  intrinfic  value  of  them, 
but  as  mementos  of  my  cfteem  and  re- 
gard. To  Tobias  Lear  I  give  the  ufe  of 
the  farm  which  he  now  holds,  in  virtue  of  a 
leafe  from  me  to  him  &  his  deceafed  wife 
(for  and  during  their  natural  lives)  free 
from  rent  during  his  life  ;  at  the  expira- 
tion of  which,  it  is  to  be  difpofed  of  as  is 
herein  after  directed.  'Fo  Sally  B.  Hay- 
nie  (a  dillant  relation  of  mine)  I  give  and 
bequeath  three  hundred  dollars.  To  Sa- 
rah Green,  daughter  of  the  dec.  Thomas 
Biihop,  and  to  Ann  Walker,  daughter  of 
John  Alton,  alfo  deceafed,  I  give  each 
one  hundred  dollars,  in  confideration  of 
the  attachment  of  their  fatiiers  tome; 
each  of  whom  having  lived  nearly  forty 
years  in  my  family.  To  each  of  my  ne- 
phews William  Auguftine  Wafliington, 
George  Lewis,  George  Steptoe  Wafliing- 
ton, Buflirod  Wafliington,  and  Samuel 
Wafliington,  I  give  one  of  the  fwords  or 
cutteaux,  of  w  hich  I  may  die  poffeffed, 
and  they  are  to  choofo  in  the  order  they 
are  named. — Thefe  fwords  are  accompa- 
nied with  an  injunction  not  to  uuflicath 
them  for  the  purpofe  of  (bedding  blood, 
except  it  be  for  felf  defence,  or  in  de- 
fence of  theircountry  and  its  rights;  and 
in  the  latter  cafe,  tokeep  them  unflieath- 
e-d,  and  prefer  falling  with  them  in  their 
hands  to  the  reliiiquithment  thereof.

ning at  the  ford  at  Dogue  run,  near  my 
mil^and  extending  along  the  road,  and 
bounded  thereby,  as  it  now  goes  and  ever 
has  gone  fine*  my  recollection  of  it,  to 
the  ford  of  little  hunting  creek,  at  thegum 
fpring,  until  it  comes  to  a  knowl,  oppo- 
lite to  an  old  road  which  formerly  palled 
through  the  lower  field  of  muddyhole  farm 
at  which,  on  the  north  fide  of  the  faid  road 
are  three  read  or  Spanifh  oaks,  marked  as 
a  corner,  and  a  ftone  placed  ;  thence  by  a 


line  of  trees  to  be  marked  recl-ar-oular 
fo  the  baek  line  or  outer  boundary  of  the 
trafi  between  Thompfon  MaTonand  my- 
felfj  thence    With    that  lire  eafterly, 
(now  double  ditching  with  a  port  and  rail 
i'ence  thereon)  to  the  run  of  little  hunting 
creek;  thence  with  that  run,  which  is 
the  boundary  between  the  lands  of  ihe 
late  Humphrey  Peake  and  me,  to  the  tide 
water  of  the  faid  creek  ;  thence  by  that 
water  to  Potomac   river;  thence  with 
the  river  to  the  mouth  of  Dogue  creek  ; 
and  thence  with  the  faid  Dogue  creek  to 
thcplaceof  beginning  at  the  afonf.id 
ford,  containing  upwards  of  four  thou- 
fand  acres,  be  the  fame  more  or  lei's,  to- 
gether with  the  manfion  lu  ufe.  and  all  o- 
ther  buildings  and  improvements  ikre- 
o.n.    Second.    In   confideration  of  the 
cenfanguinity  between  them  and  my  w  ife 
being  as  nearly  related  to  her  as  to  mv- 
felf;  as  on  account  of  the  affection  I  ha.l 
I  for,  :.rd  the  obligation  1  was  under  to 
their  father  when  living,  who,  from  his 
youth  had  attached  himfelf  to  my  ptrfon, 
and  followed  my  fortunes  through  the 
viciffitudes  of  the  late  revolution,"  after- 
wards devoting  his  time  to  the  fuperin- 
dance  of  my  private  concerns  for  many 
years,  whilft  my  public  employment  ren- 
dered it  impracticable  for  me  to  do  it  my. 
felf,  thereby  r.ffording  me  effeniijl  fervi- 
ces, and  always  performing  ihem  in  a 
manner  the  molt  filial  and  refpectiul  :  for 
thefe  reafens,  I  fay,  I  give  and  bequeath 
to  George  Fayette  Wafliington,  anil  Law- 
rence Auguftine  Wafliington,  and  their 
heirs,  my  eftate  caft  of  Little  Hunting 
creek,  lying  on  the  river  Potomac,  inclu- 
ding the  farm  of  three  hundred  and  fixty 
acres,  leafed  to  Tobias  Lear,  as  noticed 
before,  and  containing  in  the  whole  by 
deed,  two  thoufand  and  twentv-feven  a- 
cres,  be  it  more  or  lefs  ;  which  faid  e- 
ftatc  it  is  my  will  anddefire  fliould  be  equi- 
tably and  advantageouliy  divided  between 
them,  according  to  quantity,  quality,  and 
other  circumftances,  when  the  voungell 
fliall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  by  three  judicious  and  dilinterefted 
men  ;  one  to  be  chofen  by  each  of  the  bro- 
thers, and  the  third  by  thefe  two.    In  the 
mean  time,  if  the  termination  of  my  wife's 
intereft  therein  fliould  have  ceafed,  the 
profits  arifing  therefrom  are  to  be  appli- 
ed for  their  joint  ufes  and  bem-fit.  Third, 
And  whereas  it  has  always  been  my  in- 
tention, fince  my  expectation  of  having 
iffue  has  ceafed,  to  confde-r  the  grand 
children  of  my  wife,  in  the  fame  light  as 
I  do  my  own  relations,  and  to  act  a 
J  friendly  part  by  them,  more  efpecially 
li  by  the  two  whom  we  have  raifed  from 
i.  their  earliefi  infancy — namely  Eleanor 
!,  Park  Cuftis  and  George  Wafhingcn  Fark 
I'  Cuftis  ;  and  whereas  the  former  of  thefe 
j.  hath  lately  intermarried  with  Lawrence 
ji  Lewis,  a  fon  of  my  deceafed  lifter  B>.  tty 
',\  Lewis,  by  which  union  the  inducement 
to  provide  for  them  both  has  been  increa- 
fed,  wherefore  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the 
faid  Lawrence  Lewis  and  Fleanor  !  ark 
Lewis,  his  wife,  and  their  heirs,  the  tefdue 
of  my  Mount  Vernon  eftate,  not  already 
deviled  to  my  nephew  Bufli'-od  Wafliing- 
ington,  comprehended  within  the  follow* 
I  ing  description,  viz. — All  the  land  north 
of  the  road  leading  from  the  ford  of  Dogue 
run,  to  the  Gum  fpring,  as  defer ibed  in 
the  devife  of  the  other  part  of  the  tra£t,  to 
Buflirod  Wafliington,  until  it  comes  to 
the  (tone  and  three  Red  or  Spanifli  oaks, 
on  the  knowl,  thence  with  the  rect-angu- 
lar  line  to  the  back  line  (between  Mr.

ington,  Harriot  Parks,  and  the  heirs  of 
Thornton  Wafhington,  fons  and  daughter 
to  my  deceafed  brother  Samuel  Walhing- 
ton,  I  give  and  bequeath  the  other  four 
parts,  one  part  to  each  of  them  :  To  Cor- 
bin  Wafhington,  and  the  heirs  of  Jane 
Wafhington,  fon  and  daughter  of  my  dec. 
brother  John  Auguftine  Wafhington,  I 
give  and  bequeath  two  parts,  one  part  to 
each  of  them  :  To  Samuel  Wathington, 
Francis  Ball,  Mildred  Hammond,  fon  and 
daughters  to  my  brother  Charles  Wafh- 
ington, I  give  nnd  bequeath  three  parts,

PHILADELPHIA,  February  1. 

It  is  Hated  in  folitica!  circles,  as  a  fact, 
that  about  two  years  ago  a  Frenchman 
who  had  left  his  country  on  account  of 
his  principles,  and  refided  in  this  city, 
affirmed  that  he  was  on  the  committee  of 
turgeons  who  examined  the  body  of  the 
child  faid  to  be  the  Dauphin,  and  to  have 
died  of  the  fcrofula,  in  the  temple  ;  that 
having  known  the  prince  whilfl  alive,  on 
examining  the  fare  of  the  borpfe  (contra- 
ry to  politive  inltruitions)  he  perceived 
no  refemblance,  and  was  convinced  that 
Tome  artifice  had  been  ufed  to  preferve 
the  life  of  the  young  prince.  This  cir- 
cirmftancc  is  related  bv  gentlemen  cf  cre- 
dit, who  received  it  two  years  ago,  from 
the  furgeon  who  was  prefent  at  the  dif- 
fection — and  is,  therefore,  highly  confir- 
mative of  the  recent  rumor,  that  Louis 
XVII  was  really  faved  from  the  poifons 
of  the  national  convention  by  an  artifice 
of  Sieves,  and  is  flill  in  exiflence  on  the 
continent. 

Private  accounts  from  France,  by  the 
way  of  Bolton,  announce  the  arrival  of 
La  Fayette  and  his  family,  at  Paris. 
This  comes  to  us  from  the  nioft  refpecta- 
ble  fource,  and  may  be  relied  upon — In- 
deed the  late  conduct  of  Buonaparte 
clearly  indicates  a  defign  of  recalling  the 
emigrants  who  at  different  epochs  of  the 
revolution,  have  been  compelled  to  quit 
their  country.  The  general  feems  very 
hoftile  to  the  Jacobins,  and  will  form  a 
coalition  with  any  who  will  aid  him  in  re- 
filling their  party.

NEW- YORK,  February  4. 

The  late  governor  of  Guadaloupe  has 
been  font  to  France  in  irons,  in  confe- 
quence  of  an  intercepted  letter  of  his,  to 
the  Britifh  admiral,  Seymour,  wherein  he 
propoftd  to  deliver  up  the  ifland  to  his 
Britanic  majefty's  forces.  A  fait  failing 
vcffel  was  procured  for  the  purpofe  of 
fending  him  to  France.

By  the  fchoonei\  Eutaw,  from  Cape 
Francois,  we  have  a  file  of  St.  Doinigo 
papers  to  the  3d  ult.  On  the  iStfi  Dec. 
advices  were  received  there  of  the  late 
change  in  the  French  government,  which 
were  confirmed  by  the  fehooner  Ariftides, 
capt.  Handy,  o  days  from  Baltimore,  who 
arrived  at  Cape  Francois  the  a&th  of  the 
lame  month.  The  intelligence  was  pro- 
claimed at  the  Cape  in  an  addrefs  to  the 
inhabitants, exhorting  them  to  be  allured, 
from  the  well  known  civifm  of  the  new 
rulers,  that  the  moll  happy  confequences 
will  be  molt  likely  to  rcfult  from  a  change 
of  men  and  measures  ;  and  the  vefLl  of 
the  ftate,  buffetted  for  ten  years  bv  the 
tempeit  of  revolution,  is  about  to  enter 
the  port  in  triumph  and  in  peace. 

The  death  of  Gen.  Wafhington,  is  an- 
nounced in  thel'e  papers  in  the  following 
handfome  terms  :— "  The  hero  of  Ameri^ 
ca,  Gen.  George  Wafliington,  is  dead  of 
a  quinfey.  Liberty  h  is  loll  in  him,. one  of 
her  wanneft  admirers.  All  America  is 
in  mourning.  There  is  not  an  inhabitant 
of  the  United  States  who  does  not  regret 
the  lofs  of  a  father  and  a  friend,  and  who 
does  not  believe  that  lofs  irreparable."

From  London,  November  27. 
We  underftar.dthat  Mr.  Sv.'inbouri;  con- 
firms the  llatement  of  the  Paris  prints  in 
regard  to  the  popularity  of  the  late  vio- 
lent Revolution.  Neither  the  overthrow 
of  the  reprefentation  nor  the  meafurc  of 
feverity  lince  praelifed  by  the  Confulate 
can  prevent  the  people  of  France  from 
thinking  that,  though  Buonaparte  has 
grafped  at  power  by  irregular  means  he 
intends  toufe  it  for  the  benefit  of  the  nati- 
on. They  fey  that  he  will  ccr.defcend  to 
reflore  them  a  more  folid  reprefentation 
than  that  which  he  has  deftroved,  and  ef- 
tablifh  a  government  of  purer  liberty  than 
any  of  the  fyitems  hitherto  erected.  They 
add  that  the  American  form  is  that  which 
is  to  form  the  balls  of  this  new  inflitution, 
that  is,  a  govenment  of  two  elective  Hou- 
fes, and  a  Prefident,  alfo  elective,  which 
Prefident  not  one  of  the  prefent  Confuls 
will  be. 

At  a  late  hour  lafl  night  we  learned 
that  Paris  papers  had  reached  town  down 
to  the  date  of  the  20th  inflant :  the  moll 
prominent  facts  announced  in  which  is, 
that  the  new  Cunfulate,  in  the  plenti- 
tude  of  their  power,  had  decreed  the  ba- 
nifhment  of  the  ex-deputies  of  the  coun- 
cil of  five  hundred  to  Cayenne — which 
dictatorial  mandate  had  been  duly  ratified 
by  the  legillative  commtitee.  The  follow- 
ing is  faid  to  have  been  the  plan  of  the 
Jacobins  for  revolution  ; 

1.  The  two  councils  to  be  united  in  a 
convention. 

2.  The  members  of  the  directory  to  be 
condemned  to  death. 

3.  Buonaparte  out-lawed. 

4.  All  the  members  of  the  infpectors 
to  be  guillotined. 

5.  Garreau  to  be  commander  in  Paris  : 
Jourdon  of  one  half  the  Faubourgs,  and 
Santerre  the  other. 

6.  All  the  arillocrats  to  be  driven  from 
the  councils.

BALTIMORE,  February  4. 

It  is  confidently  reported  that  a  veffel 
has  arrived  at  Newport  (R.  I.)  from  the 
coafl  of  Africa,  and  brings  the  following 
highly  important  and  interrefting  intel- 
ligence, viz. 

That  a  fquadron  of  three  large  French 
Frigates,  and  a  corvette,  has  deftroved 
the  Englith  fcttlcments  on  that  coafl, 
and  taken  the  collected  riches  of  their  fac- 
tors, confiding  of  gold  dud,  ivory  and 
gums,  with  many  Englifii  fliips  of  great 
value.  The  amount  of  damage  iuftaii:ed 
by  the  Britifh  in  this  expedition,  is  faid 
to  exceed  eighteen  millions  of  dollars. 
The  dollars  taken  by  the  Englifh,  from 
the  Spaniards,  lately,  will  bear  110  compa- 
nion to  the  above  ;  and  even  they,  it  is 
faid,  were  infured  in  England,  fo  that  the 
pri2c  money  of  Englith  i'ailors  muft  come 
from  the  pockets  of  Englifii  underwri- 
ters.

made  of  the  growth  or  manufactures  of 
this  ftate. 

2.  Resolved.  That  we  will  encourage 
the  railing  of  flieep,  the  cultivation  of 
hemp,  flax  and  cotton,  and  the  promoting 
of  home  manufactures  of  every  kind. 

3.  As  the  manufacturing  of  paper  is 
important  to  the  good  citizens  of  this 
commonwealth,  Resolved,  That  it  he  re-J 
commended  to  each  family  to  preferve  all 
cotton  and  linen  rags,andto  butchers  and 
tanners,  to  fare  all  horns  and  remnants 
of  hides  for  making  glue,  thofe  articles 
being  deemed  neceflary  to  the  manufac- 
turing of  that  article.

Weft  of  the  river  Ohio  : — The  Indians 
by  an  article  in  that  Treaty  was  to  deli- 
ver up  all  the  white  perfons  who  were 
then  prisoners  with  them. 

This  article  has  been  illy  executed  on 
their  part ;  for  they  flill  retain  white  per- 
fons who  were  taken  prifoners  by  them  :— 
I  know  of  one  inftance  and  have  been 
told  of  feveral.  Abraham  Sharp  who 
lives  a  few  miles  from  me  in  the  county 
of  Mercer  ftate  of  Kentucky,  has  a  daugh- 
ter with  them — all  hi*  endeavors  to  re- 
gain her  has  been  in  vain.  Cap.  John 
Harbifon  who  went  feveral  times  into 
the  Indian  Nation  for  two  of  Cap.  Eng- 
lifli's  children  that  was  not  brought  to 
Greenville  according  to  treaty,  informs 
me  he  faw  &  heard  of  about  thirty  per- 
il fons  held  as  prifoners  by  the  Indians.  

I  He  fortunately  has  obtained  both  the 
I  children  he  was  after:  but  it  was  by  ftra- 
tagem  and  at  great  hazard.  I  wrote  fo 
the  Secretary  at  War  on  this  fubject  laft 
winter  and  he  j.\rornife'!  ^  j*  j^"-' '  re- 
ceive his  attention,  but  I  fear  he  ins  forV 
got  it,  as  I  have  heard  no  more  from  hiirw 

If  Sir  you  can  adopt  a  -Ian  that  will  in- 
duce the  Indians  to  comply  with  the  Trea- 
ty, fo  a-s  to  procure  the  delivery  of  thole 
unfortunate  people  to  their  friends,  you 
will  confer  a  lulling  obligation  on  ttefr 
friends  and  families.
